First Uncensored Account of Air At­ 
tack on London Told by Persons 
Abroad Rotterdam.

New York, Sept. 20— Bom bs were 
dropped with a few blocks of the 
Bank of England and the residents 
of the Lord M ayo r of London in the 
great Zeppelin raid on the night of 
September 8, according to passeng­ 
ers who reached here today abroad 
the IIolland-American Liner R o tter­ 
dam. 
They brought the first uncen­ 
sored stories of the attack on the 
English capital. 
Though the press bureau reported 
only twenty persons were killed, it is 
understood in London that the Zep­ 
pelins slew at least fifty.

estimated at least $10,000,000 by one 
passenger.

Thousands of Eyes See “Republi­ 
can W ant Ads.” 


Under the direction of Charles >i 
Schwab, president of the Bethlehen 
Steel corporation, American war plants 
are to put (lie gov ernment of China or 
a basis of military and nav al prepared­ 
ness surpassing all efforts prev iously 
attempted by that republic. 
Schwab has become the chief con 
fldential adv iser of the Chinese gov 
em inent on the v ast manufacturing 
end of its program, this result being 
largely an outgrowth of the eontiden 
tial relation established by the Am en 
can steel man with leading Chinese 
officials in the $30,000.000 ammunition 
deal with the former Chinese dy nasty 
by the Bethlehem Steel corporation o 
few y ears ago. 
As an initial step 100 submarines 
will be built at a cost of $75,000.000. 
the greatest single order for subma­ 
rines recorded since the underwater 
craft were inv ented. 
The order for submarines will be fol­ 
lowed by contracts for heav y field ar 
tillery , 
high 
ex plosiv e 
shells, 
torpe 
does, rifles and other arms and amniu 
nitions, with the construction of bat­ 
tleships and cruisers as one of the more 
distant possibilities. 
The nogotiations for submarines hav e 
reached such an adv anced stage that 
only minor details remain to be work­ 
ed o u t 
U Boats to Be Immense. 
The submarines will be the largest 
U boats ev er turned out from Ameri 
can y ards. 
They will include v essels 
of a ty pe ex ceeding in size and cruis­ 
ing rouge any of the submarines turn­ 
ed out in Germany of which this couu 
try y et has learned. 
They will be ot 
a ty pe particularly fitted for raids on 
seacoast towns, so that they will be as 
formidable for attack as for defense. 
Unlike the orders for submarines 
placed on this side of the Atlantic by 
the allies, the construction will be done 
entirely in the United States and none 
of it in Canada, as naturally no ques 
tion of v iolation of neutrality is in 
v olv ed. 
The order will be placed by the Chi­ 
nese gov ernment through Schwab with 
the Electric Boat company . 
This or 
der, combined with the demand by the 
allies for submarine work in this coun­ 
try , has resulted in plans by Schwab 
whereby the United States will hav e 
the largest submarine manufacturing 
plants in the world, barring neither the 
submarine departments of the Krupps 
In Germany nor that of the Schneidei 
works at Creusot, France. 


P la n t s W il l B e E n la r g e d . 
This will be accomplished through a 
combination and on ex tensiv e enlarge 
merit of the Electric Boat company , 
which holds the patents on the Holland 
submarines, with those of the Bethle 
hem Steel corporation. 
In connection 
with those plans Schwab has become 
a principal factor in the management 
of the Electric Boat company , although 
he has not y et appeared openly as such. 
Within a montli the Electric Boat 
company will be reorganized Into the 
Submarine Boat corporation, recently 
chartered at Albany , before which time 
the names of the officers of the new 
corporation will be made known. 
One 
of the leading bankers of N ew York 
will become president of the new cor 
poration. lie represents interests close 
ly identified with Schwab. 
Construction of the submarines for 
China will done at the plants of the 
Fore Riv er Shipbuilding company at 
Quincy , 
Mass., and the Union IroD 
works at San Francisco and the facto­ 
ries of the N ew London Ship and En­ 
gine company at Groton, Conn. 
A member of the Chinese diplomatic 
serv ice, when questioned regarding the 
submarine contract, admitted that his 
country is in the international market 
for all classes of warships and arma­ 
ment. 
It was learned that two officials of 
the Chinese nav al board were in New 
Y’ork less than a month ago to study 
the market and make arrangements 
for the construction of the submarines. 
These two Chinese, Commissioners Wei 
and Szi, were in W ashington as the 
guests of the Chinese legation.
